uation in Manchuria is once more 
threatening, and it is probable that 
news of another battle will be received 
within a few days. It is reported that 
Che czar has directed General Line- 
Tltch to make a stand at the Sungan 
r4ver and to fight theie to the last. As 
the Japanese are known to be close 
on the heels of the Russians this prob- 
•ably means that the two armies will 
eoon be joined in battle. 


The position along the .Sungari river 


offers excellent advantages for making 
a stand 
The natural defenses give 


the Russians tm advantage. The fact 
that the river has few fords will ham- 
per Japanese flanking movements.

headed by Prmce GaMom, that repre-

Fatigue Evident in Army. 


Gunshu Pass, March 23 —The Rus- 


«ian retieat lias now leached the vi 


lage of Sipmghai, 74 mites north of 
Tie pass, where it has temporarily 
halted. The army has been practical- 
ly without rest for months and ft is 
natural that fatigue should be evident. 
The Japan-ese are reported to be ad- 
vancing on SJpinghai positions along 
the railway and on both flanks. A 
brisk action occurred on the evening 
of March IS at Kaiyuan, the Russian 
rear guard beating off two heavy at- 
tacks, which lasted until miiaight.

That the situation Is not regard- 
ed as acute at this time was indicate* 
clearly by the determination of the 
president and his advisers to pay no 
present heed to President Castro's re- 
fusal to arbitrate the existing differ- 
ences. It Is the indicated intention df 
the president -and Secretary Taft, who, 
in the absence of Secretary 'Hay, ic 
being relied upon for advice in mat- 
ters pertaining to foreign affairs, sim- 
ply to await further developments I* 
Venezuela. It is not believed that the 
situation now is of such a character as 
to warrant alarm. Indeed, the presi- 
dent is proceeding with the arrange- 
ments for his southwestern trip wlthr 
out reference to the Venezuelan e«- 
broglio.

A prominent contractor of Zanes*- 


ville stated Wednesday that the de- 
mands would not be granted and fur- 
there that all building 
operations 


would be suspended before the un- 
ions would be allowed to carry their 
po'.tit. 


Under the former arrangements a 


contractor in erecting a building had 


only to reckon with each union in 
turn, from the stone masons to the 
roofers.

As it is now, if at any stage of the 


building process, a union—the 
car 


penters, for example—become dissat- 
isfied the contractor must settle with 
them berore he can induce any other 
un on men to proceed with the work. 
Thus a building in course of erection 
ir.ay be stopped by the union men 
at any point and by 
leaving 
the 


building in a half finished condition 
for an indefinite period, 
force the 


contractor to come to terms.

France was likely to be the intermedi- 
ary, but dip'omats who are actively 
interested for the first time gave 
credit to the statement that Russia 
had decided to seek peace.

»aid in these quarters that Russia 
i/ouid deal directly with Tokio through 
the French minister, who has charge 
of Russia's interests there. However. 
the report of France's active part in 
the negotiations were said to be not 
entfrr'y correct, as other powers have 
conhibuted towards a pacific solu- 
tion and it is expected they will take 
part m its realization. It appears that 
some of the les»er powers, including 
Sweden, are assisting to that end. 


Washington, 'March 25.—While keen- 


ly intetested in the interpretation 
placed by Paris on the significance of 
the resumption of the negotiations of 
the Russian loan, European diplomats 
who were seen confessed that they at 
first were inclined to regard this step 
as a further confirmation of oflQcial 
news which has reached here within 
the -<ast 24 hours that the emperor is 
resolutely determined to continue the 
•war for the present. 
If Paris finan- 


ciers, as reported, have declined to 
take up the loan save on condition that 
the proceeds shall not go toward the 
war fund, official Washington, with 
the exception of the Russian embassy, 
believes that this important fact marks

The above is a brief extract from a 


speerh which aroused the staid Bir- 
mingham councilors and aldermen to 
enthusiasm, as by a unanimous \ote 
they indorsed and adopted the plan of 
their youthful colleague. This wits in 
1875. 


Few nieu have lived (o see so wild a 


dream come true. As 1 stood In Corpo- 
ration 'street, which traverses what 
once was the foul center of Birming- 
ham's slum district, I wondered what 
are Joseph Chamberlain's sensations 
when he gazes on that magnificent 
thoroughfare, the finest in Great Brit- 
ain outside of London. Where the hov- 
els once reeked in fllth great marts and 
business palace* rear their fronts. The 
district from which respectable persons 
turned with loathing is now the fash- 
ionable shopping district. Delicate fab- 
rics have taken the place of the rags of 
the pauper. As if Aladdin'* magician 
had waved a wand, the greweorne dis- 
trict has disappeared. I would rather 
be Joseph Chamberlain and walk up 
Corporation'street, Birmingham, than 
be able to pay the Russian national 
debt. 


At an expense of $8.500,000 the city 


purchased about forty-five acres of 
slums and proceeded to transform an 
Irregular strip 
having an 
extreme 


length of about a mile. 
Starting at 


New street, one of the best business 
thoroughfares, it surveyed a broad road 
through the center of its new and 
strange property. Having laid out new 
streets in every direction, the munici- 
pality offered the frontage to those who 
were willing to build In consideration 
of seventy-five year leases. There was 
i demand from powerful interests that 
the leaseholds be extended to ninety- 
nine years, but Mr. Chamberlain was 
firm in his resolve that Birmingham 
should come Into full possession of its 
reward nt the end of the shorter term. 
lie Insisted that It would be possible 
to rent every square foot of the land 
on the terms specitled, and his Judg- 
ment was accurate. lie also predicted 
that the average annual charge against 
the taxes would not exceed $60,000. 
This would meet the interest on the 
bonds and mnke up the deficit after al- 
lowing for rents and other revenues, 
lii brief, he estimated that the eventual 
cost of the Investment would not ex- 
ceed $1,500,000. 


The scheme lias been greatly enlarg- 


ed since Its Inception, but when the last 
payment Is made in 1!).">0 Birmingham 
will own In fee simple (lie most valua- 
ble tract of real estate in tbe world, 
and the price paid will fall below that 
set by tho "boy mayor," who has a 
chance to live to see the partial fruition 
of his "audacious sagacity." If offered 
for sulo In tho open market today the 
former slum hole would realize $lf>,- 
000,000. 
ItH Improvement did more 


than any one thing to make Birming- 
ham the "metropolis of the midland 
counties." It Is no exaggeration to ns- 
Bert thnt the decision of the council of 
1875 had the direct effect of doubling 
the value of every square foot of land 
in the business, district, and It would 
be impossible to put a money value on 
the blessings which have come with a 
lowered death rate, diminished crime, 
an aroused local pride and the prestige 
which comes from a great campaign 
valiantly nnd successfully pushed to 
success.

Nolken was removed to the city hall 
and doctors were summoned, who 
found ho had rccohod injuries on the 
head, neck, arm and leg, which are 
believed to be of a serious nature 
Meanv,bile the police officials accom- 
pany!

The mod- 
ern army was drafted from all classes, 
yet all our hopes have been fully real- 
ized by the work this army has done 
in actual war." 


Mukden prisoners have arrived here 


en route to the Narashimo barracks. 
They were transferred at the Omorl 
station, avoiding the city. There were 
no crowds and consequently there 
was no demonstration. The prisoners 
are poorly clad. The Business Men's 
association Is arranging for a monster 
celebration of the capture of Mukden 
for Apill 3, the anniversary of the ac- 
cession of Emperor Jimmu Tenno, 
C60 B. C. It is planned to have a pa- 
rade of 100,000 from Hibiya park to 
Uyeno park, stopping at the palace to 
cheer the emperor The exercises will 
be held in Uy<>no park. 


Discuss Peace Terms. 


Paris, March 27.—It was slated in 


diplomatic quarters here that among 
the conditions of peace which Japan 
might ask would be that Russia give a 
pledge to bulrd no more warships for 
a term of years. A diplomatic official 
said that such a condition would be 
the most effective means of assuring 
Japan against Russia's carrying out 
her cherished project of naval re- 


rovsk, the Japs expected to land at 
Korsabarovsk within a |ortnight, the 
port being free from ice early in April. 
Thj Russians are not in a position to 
resist, the whole force on the island 
being less than 2,000 soldiers and pris- 
on guards. There are 6,000 convicts 
tn the penal camps, the remainder of 
the population consisting of 3 000 na- 
tives and 6,000 time-expired convicts, 
with women and children The pros- 
pect that the convicts may be landed 
on the mainland in the vicinity of 
Vladivostok by the Japanese is being 
considered.
